On 2k August 19^1 ©KUTZBACH gave 
us an oral briefing on ttie current status of the case, and this was summarized 
in a cable dated 25 August I96I, During QlAMM's visit to East Berlin on 17/18 
June 1961, he received radio training and a new code and SW system. As cover 
address for his ST/ messages, lie was to use his sister (OOTTLAROVA) , Tiie in- 
struction given him regarding th(? receipt of radio messages was not complete, 
and he vas unable to transcribe the final piartion of the message. From otir 
discussions vdth 0KUTZBACH, it appeared that some portion of the instructions 
vns purposely oroittod from the training QIIAMLI received on 17/l8 Juno, Possibly 
this concerned details on deciphering the nessages, sin<» CSIAMM has been in- 
structed only to copy messages as part of his training. He received training, 
broadcasts on 10 August and again on ll and 12 August. He was given om frequency 
for receiving messages during the week and another frequency to be used on Sundays, 
I!e vfas also instructed to come to East Berlin on 19 August I96I fojr the mxt 
iToeting and completion of this training, 

3,.' V^Ten the Berlin situation tightened, GRAMM wrote an SW nessage and 
mailed it to his sister in Prague asking whether or not the meeting v/as still 
to be Jield on the 19th of August in East Berlin, tie redeived a reply from his 
sister indicating that the mee ting would take place in East. Berlin as planned. 
UPHILL instructed CRitMM to take the letter from his sister with him and attempt 
to use this as proof that he should be allovred into East Berlin if ha were to 
encounter any difficulties at the East/West dividing line. CRAMM was also told 
to demand to be taken to the officer in charge of the crossing point, and if 
this didn't tielp him to get across into East Berlin he was to phore the Czech 
Embassy in East Berlin.
